How  long  we  should  bear  with  mission  churches 
that  do  not  come  up  to  our  standard  of  duty,  and  may 
even  greatly  try  our  spirits,  is  what  the  Committee 
are  not  able  to  decide.  But  they  cannot  doubt,  that 
we  should  imitate  the  example  of  Him,  who  “  mnketh 
his  sun  to  rise  on  the  evil  and  on  the  good,  and  send- 
eth  rain  on  the  just  and  on  the  unjust;”  and  who“  so 
loved  the  world  that  he  gave  his  only  begotten  Son 
that  whosoev^T  believeth  in  him,  should  not  perish’ 
but  have  everlasting  life  ;”  and  who  “  is  long-suffer¬ 
ing  to  us-ward,  not  willing  that  any  should  perish, 
but  that  all  should  come  to  repentance.”  We  need 
an  abounding  charity,  a  inost  Christ-like  feeling, 
when  we  come  to  the  question  of  withdrawing  our 
support  from  churches  we  have  gathered  among  the 
heathen,  because  they  are  slow  in  rising  to  our  stand¬ 
ard  of  Christian  excellence.  Should  their  deficiency 
be  in  any  measure  owing  to  our  lack  of  knowledge 
on  the  subject,when  we  commenced  our  labors  among 
them,  it  ill  strengthen  our  motives  for  forbearance. 
Before  deciding  a  question  so  momentous  to  the  inter¬ 
ests  ef  souls,  and  to  our  future  peace  of  conscience, 
it  would  be  well  to  see  whether  we  do  not  find  in 
those  churches  the  same  spiritual  results,  the  same 
living  Christianity,  and  the  same  moral  defects,  that 
existed  in  the  churches  planted  and  nurtured  by  the 
Apostles ;  and  whether  the  Lord  Jesus  does  not  bless 
them  with  outpourings  of  his  Holy  Spirit,  though 
they  cannot  yet  be  persuaded,  in  all  important  re¬ 
spects,  to  follow  us. 

We  should  remember,  that  none  of  us  are  princi¬ 
pals  in  this  work  of  missions.  The  work  is  Christ’s, 
not  ours,  and  we  are  all  his  servants,  to  do  his  will. 
And  if  we  look  into  our  own  churches,  and  consider 
their  manifold  imperfections,  we  shall  find  abundant 
cause  for  charity  and  forbearance  in  respect  to  all 
churches  gathered  among  the  heathen ;  and  if  we 
study  the  intellectual  and  moral  condition  of  the  pa¬ 
gan  world,  we  shall  only  wonder  that  the  first  gener¬ 
ation  of  converts  from  heathenism  can  be  so  far  raised 
in  the  scale  of  Christian  morals  and  general  excel¬ 
lence  of  character. 

Dr.  Anderson  explained  briefly  the  principal  points 
of  the  report,  with  the  design  of  opening  the  discus¬ 
sion.  He  insisted  particularly  upon  the  individuality 
of  the  missionaries — that  in  prosecuting  his  work,  he 
acts  not  so  much  as  the  servant  of  the  Board  or  of 
the  churches,  as  on  his  own  responsibility  as  the  ser¬ 
vant  of  Christ. 

Rev.  Dr.  Hooker  moved  the  adoption  of  the  report. 
Rev.  Dr.  Pond  assured  the  audience  that  the  report 
had  been  prepared  with  great  labor  and  care,  and 
that  he  felt  the  utmost  confidence  in  the  results  as 
here  embodied. 

Chancellor  Walworth,  as  a  member  of  the  Busi¬ 
ness  Committee,  suggested  that  every  one  should  free¬ 
ly  express  his  mind  on  the  report. 

Rev.  President  Blanchard  concurred  with  Mr. 
Walworth,  that  the  subjects  involved  in  the  report 
were  important  enough  to  justify  some  nea-sure  of 
discussion.  He  heartily  approved  of  most  of  the  prin¬ 
ciples  it  contained.  Some  of  the  points  related  to 
matters  which  he  was  unacquainted  with, and  of  course 
he  could  not  express  an  opinion.  There  was  one 
principle  running  through  the  report,  to  which  he  felt 
bound  to  take  exception.  His  objections  would  be 
stated  in  a  resolution  to  this  effect :  That  in  adopting 
the  report,  the  Board  do  not  assume  to  endorse  the 
oft-repeated  expression,  that  slaveholders  were  receiv¬ 
ed  into  the  New  Testament  churches.  He  should 
like,  if  this  were  the  proper  occasion,  to  adduce  some 
considerations  in  proof  of  this  principle.  He  believed 
that  slaveholders  were  not  received  into  the  apostolic 
churches.  But  whether  they  were  or  not,  it  would 
be  improper  to  assume  such  a  principle  in  a  report 
of  this  nature. 

Dr.  Anderson  replied  that  this  question  was  care¬ 
fully  left  undecided  in  the  report. 

Mr.  Blanchard  adduced  a  passage  in  the  report, 
which  seemed  to  imply  that  slavery  stood  in  a  diffe- 
I  tent  relation  to  the  duty  of  the  churches  from  poly¬ 
gamy.  He  feared  to  give  even  an  indirect  counten¬ 
ance  to  a  doctrine  on  which  the  patrons  of  the  Board 
are  divided.  He  would  be  glad  to  have  the  subject 
opened  for  discussion,  whether  slaveholders  were  ad¬ 
mitted  into  the  apostolic  churches.  He  had  some 
considerations  on  that  subject  which,  if  it  were  pro¬ 
per,  he  should  be  glad  to  adduce. 

Rev.  Dr.  Beman  thought  that  a  fair  leading  oi  the 
report,  would  show  that  it  left  that  question  undecid¬ 
ed.  He  read  several  passages  in  confirmation  of  this 
view.  He  thought  that  the  majority  of  the  Board 
were  not  of  the  opinion  that  slaveholders  were  not 
admitted  into  the  apostolic  churches :  he  might  think 
otherwise — he  was  not  called  on  to  express  his  views — 
but  the  duty  of  the  Board  was  evidently  to  express  no 
opinion  on  the  subject.  It  is  a  question  of  Scriptu¬ 
ral  exegesis ;  and  it  is  one  which  should  not  be  con¬ 
cluded  by  the  Board  against  the  individual  convic¬ 
tions  of  the  missionaries.  With  regard  to  polygamy, 
the  case  is  certainly  clearer.  The  number  of  those 
who  believe  that  polygamy  was  tolerated  in  the  apos¬ 
tolic  churches,  is  certainly  very  small.  He  himself 
was  one  whose  mind  had  undergone  a  change.  He 
was  satisfied  with  the  report ;  and  perhaps  it  might 
add  to  the  weight  of  his  testimony,  if  he  said  that  in 
regard  to  the  exegesis  of  the  passages  relating  to  sla¬ 
very,  his  views  agreed  with  those  of  President  Blan¬ 
chard — i.  e.  that  there  is  no  evidence  that  slavehold¬ 
ers  were  admitted  to  the  New  Testament  churches. 

Dr.  Edwards  suggested  that  there  are  some  infeli¬ 
cities  of  language  in  the  report,  the  correction  of 
which  might  avoid  some  difficulties.  He  moved, 
therefore,  that  longer  time  be  allowed  to  consider  the 
rejjort. 

Pres.  Blanchard,  thinking  that  his  object  had  been 
gained  in  these  admissions,  withdrew  his  motion. 

Dr.  Dewitt  thought  that  if  the  report  were  pub¬ 
lished,  and  the  adoption  of  it  be  deferred  till  another 
meeting,  meanwhile  suffering  the  Prudential  Com¬ 
mittee  to  proceed  upon  the  principles  it  embodies, 
the  views  of  all  parties  would  be  met. 

The  report  was  finally  laid  on  the  table.

Rev.  Dr.  Pond,  after  a  brief  and  cordial  eulogy  of 
Mr.  Greene’s  labors,  moved  a  special  commiltee  to 
consider  the  proposal,  and  if  the  resignation  be  ac¬ 
cepted,  to  prepare  a  minute  in  reference  to  it — and  to 
take  whatever  measures  they  might  see  fit.

The  season  for  shooting  grouse  has  commenced, 
and  the  members  of  “  both  Houses”  are,  in  conse¬ 
quence,  anxious  to  be  relieved  from  senatorial  duties. 
They  have  sat  for  the  unusually  long  period  of  nearly 
ten  months,  but  seldom  have  they  met  and  transact¬ 
ed  less  public  business.  Nearly  all  the  important 
measures  promised  by  the  Government  have  been 
either  abandoned  or  postponed;  and  even  those  which 
•seemed  most  pressing  and  important  have  tailed  to 
secure  the  assent  of  the  three  estates  of  the  realm. 

The  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer-our  national 
treasurer — has  made  an  uncomfortable  announce¬ 
ment  at  the  close  of  the  se.ssion.  Our  national  ex¬ 
penditure  exceeds  the  public  income  to  the  extent  of 
nearly  four  millions  of  pounds  sterling  .  How  can 
this  be  met;  by  increased  taxation?  The  people 
have  said  no.  We  are  already  taxed  at  a  higher  rate 
per  head  than  any  people  in  Europe,  and  we  can 
consent  to  no  addition.  By  a  reduction  in  the  ex- 
jienditure  ?  The  aristocracy,  and  the  “  pampered 
prelacy”  protest,  for  various  rea.sons.  against  this  pro- 
{wsal;  and  thus  we  are  about  to  increase  the  national 
debt.  Yes,  in  a  time  of  profound  peace — I  mean 
with  other  nations— Britain  is  adding  to  the  amount 
ot  her  debt.  This  will,  indirectly,  increase  our  taxa¬ 
tion.  because  it  will  increase  the  amount  to  be  annu- 
.-illy  paid  as  interest  on  the  debt.  The  financial  po¬ 
sition  of  this  nation  awakens  painful  feelings  in  the 
minds  of  the  reflecting. 

An  association  has  been  formed  to  promote  a  re¬ 
duction  in  our  national  expenditure,  by  the  abolition 
of  sinecure  offices,  and  the  reduction  of  extravagant 
salaries.  The  committee  has  published  some  valu¬ 
able  statistical  details,  and  their  disclosures  are  very 
startling.  Only  think  of  Queen  Victoria  having  in 
her  employ  a  “Grand  Falconer,”  with  a  salary  of 
X1200  per  annum  ;  and  the  said  sinecure  falconer  be¬ 
ing  a  royal  Duke !  Thus,  too,  we  have  a  nobleman 
a  "Master  of  her  Majesty’s Buckhounds!”  And  her 
royal  husband  is,  with  a  comfortable  salary,  “  Rang¬ 
er”  of  her  Majesty’s  Park  of  Windsor.  The  expen¬ 
siveness  of  monarchical  institutions  is  thus  betng 
brought  prominently  before  the  public  mind ;  and 
Englishmen,  with  all  their  love  of  monarchy,  are  not 
fond  of  the-sc  heavy  burdens. 

The  Chart.st  agitation  has  been  effectually  crush¬ 
ed  by  the  vigor  and  energy  of  our  Government. 
Several  of  the  leaders  have  been  arrested,  and  having 
been  convicted  of  using  seditious  and  treasonable  lan¬ 
guage.  are  now  undergoing  an  imprisonment  of  two 
years — the  usual  sentence  in  all  such  cases.  That 
there  existed  a  conspiracy  in  this  metropolis,  there 
can  be  no  doubt,  as  on  a  recent  occasion  the  vigilance 
of  the  police  discovered  a  large  number  of  guns  and 
pikes,  and  other  deadly  weapons  in  the  houses  of  the 
Chartists,  and  documents  clearly  proving  an  inten¬ 
tion  to  use  them.  My  belief  is,  that  the  plan  of  these 
conspirators  was  to  destroy  property  by  incendiary 
fires,  that  they  might,  in  the  general  confusion,  more 
easily  share  in  the  spoils. 

The  insane  projects  of  these  bad  men  are  injurious 
to  the  cause  of  popular  liberty  in  these  lands.  They 
excite  the  fears  of  the  middle  classes — the  strength  of 
oar  country — and  thus  they  prepare  the  way  for  the 
exercise  of  governmental  powers,  which,  in  ordinary 
circumstances,  the  people  would  not  sanction.  M  y 
belief  is,  that  recent  events  here  and  in  Ireland,  have 
thrown  back  for  many  years  the  cause  of  equal,  jus!, 
and  impartial  liberty. 

Poor  Ireland  !  The  hand  of  God  is  still  u,-on  her. 
You  will  find  in  our  journals  the  most  conflicting 
statements  about  the  potato  crop,  and  me  prospects 
of  the  harvest ;  but  you  may  rely  on  this  as  a  fact 
that,  on  a  large  scale,  the  disease  has  manifested  it¬ 
self.  and  that  the  people  of  Ireland  must  either  perish 
through  want,  or  be  sustained  by  foreign  aid.  I  have 
just  received  a  letter  from  an  intelligent  ministerial 
friend,  resident  in  Ireland,  who  states  that  he  had 
just  completed  a  journey  of  more  than  250  miles, 
and  that  he  had  not  seen  ten  fields  of  potatoes  which 
were  not  apparently  ruined  by  the  disease.  This  in 
telligence  is  alarming;  and  especially  when  I  add 
that  there  is  some  reason  to  believe  the  existing  pro 
visions  of  the  Irish  people  would  not  suffice  for  a  pe 
riod  beyond  the  first  day  of  January  next, 

May  I  add  to  this  statement  a  solemn  appeal  to 
the  liberal  people  of  your  noble  commonwealth,  to 
prepare  to  lend  their  aid  to  Ireland.  The  present 
temper  of  the  people  of  England  is  not  favorable  to 
the  hope  of  deriving  much  aid  from  them,  and  thii 
I  cannot  but  think,  increases  Ireland’s  claims  on  Ame 
rican  sympathy.  I  do  hope,  that  not  only  will  you 
citizens  contribute,  but  that  by  previous  arrange 
ments  judiciously  made,  they  will  so  render  their  aid 
as  to  prevent  any  prodigal  waste  of  the  funds  which 
their  bounty  may  supply.  There  is,  in  my  purpo.se 
in  giving  it,  more  in  this  hint  than  your  readers  may 
imagine.  The  distribution  of  charity  in  Ireland 
whether  for  purposes  of  religious  improvement,  or  for 
objects  of  pure  secular  charity,  requires  more  than 
ordinary  caution.  I  could  startle  your  readers  with 
appropriate  illustrations. 

Scotland  is  tranquil.  The  martyrs,  to  whose  im 
prisonment  for  the  non-payment  of  the  annuity  tax 
I  recently  referred,  have  been  released  from  •  durance 
vile.’  but  released,  I  am  sorry  to  add,  ia  a  manner 
which  deprives  the  martyrdom  of  all  moral  efiect 
They  were  imprisoned  because,  as  they  said,  they 
could  not  conscientiously  pay  a  certain  ecclesiastical 
demand  called  the  ‘  annuity  tax  ;’  but  that  demand 
was  paid  for  them  by  a  public  subscription,  and  thus 
the  Established  Church  obtained  its  money  and  was 
satisfied.  In  this  way.  Dissenters  to  their  laws  are 
deprived  of  moral  power.  They  make  a  show  of 
an  unyielding  attachment  to  principle,  but  too  often 
do  they  compromise  conscience  in  the  end 

On  Tuesday  next,  the  Queen  will  prorogue  Parlia 
ment  in  person,  and  afterwards  embark  from  this 
town  for  her  autumnal  residence  in  Scotland.  It  was 
arranged  some  time  ago  that  a  royal  visit  should 
have  been  paid  to  Ireland  this  autumn,  but  the  insur¬ 
rectionary  movement  there  renders  this  arrangement 
inexpedient,  and  Ireland  must  be  satisfied  with  a  visit 
from  the  Premier.  Lord  John  Russell  will  arrive  in 
Dublin  this  day,  and  I  have  reason  to  believe  that 
his  conferences  with  influential  parties  in  the  Irish 
metropolis,  will  embrace  the  question  of  endowing 
the  Romi.  h  priesthood.  This  project  is  now  revived, 
and  my  impression  is  that  it  will  be  attempted.  The 
failure  of  the  potato  crop  deprives  the  people  of  the 
usual  means  of  paying  the  feet  claimed  by  the  priests, 
and  our  public  men  are  anxious  to  catch  at  anything 
to  secure  an  ascendancy  over  a  class  of  men  who 
control  so  powerfully  as  priests  do,  the  destinies  of 
Ireland. 

The  bill  for  the  establishment  of  diplomatic  inter¬ 
course  with  the  Court  of  Rome,  has  passed  the  Im¬ 
perial  Parliament,  and  will  obtain,  I  doubt  not,  the 
royal  a^nt  on  Tuesday  next.  This  is  an  important 
measure,  and  will  be  followed  by  important  results. 
Our  Government  will  now  deal  with  Ireland  and  her 
affairs,  in  no  limited  degree,  through  the  ambassador 
whom  the  Pope  may  appoint  to  our  Court,  provided 
the  Pope  does  not  resist  one  provision  of  that  bill, 
which  prevents  him  from  sending  any  ecclesiastic  as 
his  representative  here ;  and  provided,  moreover,  that 
he  is  not,  by  the  loss  of  his  temporal  sovereignty,  pre¬ 
vented  from  holding  diplomatic  intercourse  with  any 
Court. 

I  have  recently  witnessed  some  developments  of 
Romanism  which  I  did  not  expect  to  behold  in  the 
year  of  gi^ace,  1848.  I  have  just  returned  from  a 
continental  tour  through  France,  Belgium,  and  part 
of  Prussia,  and  I  have  returned  with  impressions 
which  I  cannot  speedily  let  die.  As  you  have  intel¬ 
ligent  correspondents  in  several  parts  of  the  continent, 
I  must  not  encroach  on  their  domain  by  any  remarks 
on  continental  Romanism ;  but  I  will  add  this,  that  I 
have  come  home  to  old  England  full  of  admiration 
of  the  sound  views  of  my  esteemed  friend,  Dr 
Baird,  relative  to  the  strong  claims  of  Catholic  coun¬ 
tries,  and  of  the  duty  of  the  friends  of  missions  to 
seek,  by  energetic  means,  their  early  evangelization, 
Let  me  add,  that  with  this  view,  I  purpose,  by  Di¬ 
vine  permission,  to  make  an  effort  to  awaken  an  in¬ 
terest  in  the  cause  of  continental  missions  in  some  of 
the  churches  of  our  land,  and  1  know  that  there  are 
many  friends  prepared  to  sympathize  with  me.

The  intelligence  of  most  interest  relates  to  the 
probability  of  an  armed  intervention  by  France  in 
favor  of  Italian  independence.

Whereupon,  the  Board 
unanimously  requested  the  magistrates  to  take  the 
most  effectual  measures  for  suppressing  this  disorder, 
by  sending  for  th*  actors  and  binding  them  to  their 
good  behavior,  or  by  such  other  means  as  they  should 
judge  most  proper.” 

The  experience  of  many  years  has  proved  that  the 
apprehension  of  “  very  mischievous  effects,  such  as  the 
encouragement  of  idleness,  and  drawing  great  sums  of 
money  from  weak  and  inconsiderate  people,”  was 
well  founded.  With  all  the  specious  apologies  which 
have  been  devised  for  these  alluring  resorts,  they  are 
justly  characterized  by  Archbishop  Tillotson,  who 
says,  “  they  are  the  devil’s  chapels — the  nurseries  of 
licentiousness  and  vice.”  He  adds,  with  great  perti¬ 
nence  and  force.  “  they  ought  not  to  be  tolerated 
among  a  civilized,  much  less  a  Christian  people.” 
The  following  fact  exhibits  the  legitimate  fruit  of 
these  ‘‘  schools  of  morality.”  Among  a  company  of 
tweiity  youthful  delinquents  iu  one  of  our  prisons, 
seventeen  commenced  their  career  of  crime  by  pilfer¬ 
ing  for  the  purpose  of  going  to  the  theatre.  No  in¬ 
stance  can  be  named  where  a  reckless  youth  or  a 
depraved  man  has  been  reformed  by'the  associations 
of  the  play-house.  Satan  may  he  abashed  in  the 
presence  of  goodness ;  but  he  never  reproves  sin.  But 
if  we  ask  how  many  have  been  contaminated  and 
ruined  by  the  inlluence  of  these  places,  a  thousand 
painful  responses  are  heard  from  every  quarter.  The 
theatre,  through  all  its  changes,  from  the  day  when 
“Thespis,  inventor  of  dramatic  art, 

Conveyed  his  strolling  actors  in  a  cart,” 
has  been  the  vestibule  of  perdition.  Tacitus  says, 
“the  German  women  preserved  their  purity  by  hav 
ing  no  play'-houses  among  them.”  Plato  says,  “  plays 
raise  the  passions  and  pervert  the  use  of  them,  and  of 
consequence,  are  dangerous  to  morality.”  Dr, 
Dwight  say.s,  “  from  the  stage  men  are  prepared  to  go 
directly  to  the  brothel.  The  corruption  of  one  tits 
the  mind  to  direct  its  course  to  the  other.”  A  miser 
able  school  of  morals  !  Young  man,  if  you  would 
avoid  contagion  and  death,  stay  away  from  the  thea

SUPPRESSION  OF  PAPER.S. 

Gen.  Cavaignac  has  given  notice  to  the  editors  of 
the  Reforme,  the  Constitutionnel,  and  the  Democra- 
tie  Pacifique,  that  if  they  are  not  more  measured  in 
their  language  they  will  be  suppressed.  M.  Thiers 
has  remonstrated  against  this.  A  protest  of  a  num¬ 
ber  of  journali.sts  has  been  presented  to  Cavaignac, 
to  which  he  replied  as  follows : 

“  Your  application  does  you  honor;  it  is  your  duty 
to  prMest  as  it  is  mine  to  suspend.  I  will  not  do  less 
with  the  Constitutionnel,  if  it  continues  its  attacks 
upon  the  Republic  in  favor  of  monarchy.  I  have  in 
a  friendly  way  caused  its  editors  to  be  informed,  that 
if  they  continue  their  polemics  in  favor  of  a  dynasty 
which  I  feel  honor  in  having  served,  but  which  I 
will  have  nothing  more  of  as  France  will  not  have 
it,  I  will  suspend  the  Constitutionnel  without  more 
hesitation  than  I  suspended  the  Lampion.  The  Re¬ 
public  is  still  in  its  infancy ;  it  is  too  weak  to  resist 
the  journalists  of  the  opposition  ;  when  it  shall  have 
grown,  you  shall  have  a  carte  blanche  to  attack  it.” 

Under  these  circumstances,  it  was  proposed  that 
all  those  journals  not  directly  or  indirectly  in  the 
interest  of  the  Government  should  suspend  publica¬ 
tion.  This,  however,  not  being  agreed  to.  several  of 
them  have  cea.sed  to  publish  any  comments  on  pub¬ 
lic  events.  This  is  the  case  with  La  Presse  and  the 
Constitutionnel. 

It  is  said  that  Gen.  Cavaignac,  on  hearing  of  the

LATEST  NEWS. 

A  telegraphic  despatch  received  just  before  the 
starting  ol  the  steamer  says  :

THE  DEAD  SEA. 

According  to  an  account  of  Lieut.  Maury  in  the 
Southern  Literary  Messenger,  tliis  expedition  was 
planned  by  Lieut.  Lynch,  and  assented  to  by  the  Sec 
retary  of  the  Navy  in  the  spring  of  1847,  The  store 
ship  “Supply”  took  out  Lieut.  Lynch,  and  two  me 
tallic  boats  as  transports.  The.se  boats  were  carried 
over  mountain  gorges  and  precipices  by  the  party 
appointed  for  the  expedition,  and  on  the  8th  of  April, 
1848.  they  were  launched  upon  the  Sea  of  Galilee! 
The  Richmond  Republican  has  condensed  the  inter 
esting  article  of  Lieut.  Maury  as  follows : — 

The  navigation  of  the  Jordan  was  found  to  be 
most  difficult  and  dangerous  from  its  frequent  and 
fearful  rapids.  Lieut.  Lynch  solves  the  secret  of 
the  depression  between  Lake  Tiberias  and  the  Dead 
Sea  by  the  tortuous  course  of  the  Jordan,  which  in 
a  distance  of  sixty  miles,  winds  through  a  course 
of  two  hundred  miles.  Wilhin  this  distance  Lieut. 
Lynch  and  his  party  plunged  down  no  less  than 
twenty-seven  threateniiig  rapids,  beside  many 
others  of  less  descent.  The  difference  ol  the  level 
between  the  two  seas  is  over  a  thousand  feet. 

The  water  of  the  Jordan  was  sweet  to  within  a 
few  hundred  yards  of  its  mouth.  Tlie  waters  of 
the  sea  were  devoid  of  smell,  but  bitter,  salt  and 
nauseous.  Upon  entering  it,  the  boats  were  encount¬ 
ered  by  a  gale,  and  ‘‘  it  seemed  as  if  the  bows,  so 
(tense  was  the  waiei-,  were  encountering  the  sledge 
hammers  of  the  Titans,  instead  of  the  opposing 
waves  of  an  angry  sea.” 

The  party  proceeded  daily  with  their  explora¬ 
tions,  making  topographical  sketches  as  they  went 
until  they  reached  the  Southern  extremity  of  the 
sea.  where  the  most  wonderful  sight  that  they  had 
yet  seen  awaited  them.” 

“  In  passing  the  mount  of  Uzdom.  (Sodom,)  we 
unexpectedly  and  much  to  our  astonishment,”  says 
Lieut.  Lynch, saw  a  large,  rounded,  turret-shaped 
column,  facing  S.  E.,  which  proved  to  be  of  solid 
rock  salt,  capped  with  carbonate  of  lime;  one  mass  of 
crystalization.  Mr.  Dale  took  a  sketch  ol  it,  and 
Mr.  Anderson  and  I  landed  with  much  difficulty 
and  procured  specimens  from  it.” 

The  party  circumnavigated  the  lake,  returned 
to  their  place  ot  departure,  and  brought  back  their 
boats  in  as  complete  order  as  th^  received  them 
at  New  York.  They  were  all  in  fine  health. 

Thanks  to  the  good  management  of  Lieut.  Lynch, 
the  whole  cost  of  this  scientific  exploration  of  the 
Dead  Sea  was  but  seven  hundred  dollars. 

From  the  letters  of  Lieut.  Lynch,  quoted  by 
Maury,  we  translate  the  following  interesting  facts 
elicited  by  exploration : 

“  The  bottom  of  the  Northern  half  of  this  sea  is 
almost  an  entire  plain.  Its  meridianal  lines  nt.  a 
^orl  distance  from  the  shore  scarcely  vary  in  depth. 

1  he  deepest  soundings  thus  far  189  fathoms, 
(1128  feet.)  Near  the  shore,  the  bottom  is  gener¬ 
ally  an  incrustation  ol  salt,  but  the  intermediate 
one  is  soft  mud  with  ma  iy  rectangular  crystals — 
mostly  cubes  of  pure  salt.  At  one  time  Stellwag-
